In  the  preceding  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  town,  it  appears 
that  the  expenditures  have  exceeded  the  appropfiations,  which 
leaves  a  deficit  in  the  treasury  of  ^676  42.  The  amount  drawn 
for  schools  has  been  large — the  whole  amount  being  $21890  10,  of 
this  the  town  voted  to  raise  in  the  taxes  for  1844,  $'14100  00,  they 
also  votod  to  borrow,  $6000  00 — $334  00  was  received  from  the 
State,  being  the  income  of  the  Massachusetts  School  fund  for  1844, 
which  is  credited  to  that  account ;  leaving  the  amount  overdrawn 
in  that  department  ^1^1456  10;  this  includes  the  new  school  house 
on  Bartlett  street,  and  the  repairs  and  fitting  up  of  the  school 
house  in  the  Westerly  parish  ;  also  the  land  and  school  house  on  Ja- 
maica Plain  ;  amounting  in  all  to  $9386  72.  The  cost  of  each 
will  be  found  by  referring  to  the  school  account. 

The  whole  amount  of  money  raised  by  the  Town  for  the  build- 
ing, repairing,  &c.-of  School  Houses,  together  with  that  for  instruc- 
tion, &c.,  was,  by  a  vote  of  the  Town  at  the  last  annual  meeting, 
put  under  the  direction  of  the  School  Committee. 

We  trust  that  the  high  character  of  our  Schools,  the  advantages 
which  all  receive,  both  rich  and  poor,  in  the  cause  of  education  and 
improvement,  will  be  enough,  when  properly  and  rightly  apprecia- 
ted, to  compensate  the  liberality  of  the  people  in  sustaining  so  good 
and  worthy  an  object. 

The  support  of  the  poor  at  the  Alms  House,  has  exceeded  the 
appropriation,  (by  referring  to  the  accounts,)  $66  77;  but  when 
we  take  into  consideration  the  improvements  that  have  been  made, 
the  labor  that  has  been  done,  and  the  produce  and  materials  on 
hand,  it  will  be  found  that  the  result  will  appear  more  favorable. 
A  Heservoir  has  been  built  the  past  year,  containing  about  120 
hhds.,  which  is  filled  with  soft  water  from  the  House,  and  by  pipes 
is  carried  into  the  wash  room.  There  has  been  less  trouble  with  the 
inmates  the  past  year,  than  formerly,  and  this  arises  in  a  great  de- 
gree from  the  fact,  that  a  strict  regard  is  had  to  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations of  the  House  by  the  Superintendent;  they  knowing  that 
it  is  barely  possible  to  escape  if  they  violate  them,  and  also  finding 
in  all  instances  if  they  obey  them  they  are  rewarded  and  encour- 
aged by  kindness  and  favors;  we  can  truly  say  that,  whilst  it  has 
been  under  our  direction,  it  has  never  been  in  better  order  than  at 
the  present  time.  From  the  report  of  the  Physician,  who  has  con- 
ducted the  medical  department  of  the  House,  since  April  last,  we 
make  the  following  extract: — "The  whok  number  of  professional 
visits  made  to  the  Alms  House  since  that  time,  has  been  164,  and 
the  average  time  taken  may  safely  be  set  down  at  one  hour  per 
visit.  The  greatest  number  of  patients  prescribed  for  at  any  single 
visit  was  13,  while  perhaps  the  average  will  not  fall  much  short  of 
half  that  number.  There  have  been  65  Hospital  patients,  of 
whom  17  have  recovered  from  the  diseases  for  which  they  were 
treated,  3  have  been  relieved  so  as  to  leave  the  house  or  the  sick 
list;  and  22  are  under  constant  or  occasional  treatment,  being  in  vari- 
ous stages  of  disease,  a  good  proportion  so  nearly  recovered,  or  so 


much  improved  as  to  require  only  a  passing  notice.  There  have 
been  11  cases  of  insanity — 2  have  recovered,  4  have  been  removed 
to  Worcester  Hospital,  one  eloped  ;    leaving  4  now  in   the  House. 

"  There  have  been  13  deaths  in  the  House  since  April  ;  a  large 
number  perhaps,  but  it  will  be  perceived  that  the  deaths  among  the 
inmates  have  been  very  small,  4  only,  and  one  suicide,  and  these 
too  at  ages  far  advanced — 8  were  brought  into  the  House  that  they 
might  have  whereon  to  lay  the  head  in  their  last  hours  of  life.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  onward  progress,  in 
this  department.  The  establishment  of  a  dispensary,  filled  with 
suitable  medicines,  in  the  House,  was  an  important  and  required 
measure.  And  it  is  no  less  a  pleasure  than  a  duty  to  bear  witness 
to  the  uniform  assiduity  and  kindness  to  the  sick  of  the  Superin- 
tendent and  his  family.  The  burden  has  been  great,  often  very 
great,  but  it  has  ever  been  borne  with  cheerfulness,  and  no  where 
could  the  sick  and  suffering  have  found  more  sympathy  and  kind-^ 
ness,  more  attention  and  care,  than  from  this  family." 

The  amount  raised  for  repairs  on  the  highways  was  $5000  00, 
and  this  was  divided  in  the  following  manner ;  To  the  upper  section, 
$1050  00 — to  the  niiddle  section,  $850  00,  and  to  the  lower  sec- 
tion $3100  00;  and  this  last  sum  was  divided  equally  between 
Joshua  Seaver  and  Joseph  W.  Tucker  ;  the  former  having  under  his 
direction  Washington  Street  and  all  North  and  East  to  the  Boston 
hue;  the  latter  all  South  and  West,  until  meeting  the  middle  Dis- 
trict. The  street  across  the  marsh,  from  Williams  Street  to  Ruggles 
Street,  has  been  a  great  expense,  and  has  taken  from  the  appropria- 
tion in  Mr.  Seaver's  District,  $442  42,  and  is  the  reason  why 
the  sum  has  been  expended  over  the  amount  apportioned. 

The  manner  of  doing  the  labor  on  the  Highways  at  this  part  of 
the  Town,  has  been  conducted  similar  to  previous  years,  the  most 
of  it  having  been  done  by  the  inmates,  teams  and  men  at  the 
Alms  House. 

The  Town  voted  to  raise  600  00  to  defray  the  contingent  ex- 
penses. It  will  be  seen  by  the  statement,  that  the  whole  amount 
expended  and  charged  to  that  account,  amounts  to  1495  55,  this  in- 
cludes the  expense  of  Auditing  the  accounts  the  last  year,  112  07  ; 
also,  for  a  set  of  Scales,  Beams  and  Weights  for  the  Town.  Sealer, 
which  cost  198  59,  and  interest  paid  the  People's  Bank  on  over- 
drafts, amounting  to  257  12,  and  sundry  others  bills  which  will  be 
seen  in  the  printed  account.  It  has  been  usual  to  credit  the  sev- 
eral sums  received  for  rents,  the  overpli>s  in  casting  taxes,  and  the 
income  from  other  sources  belonging  to  the  Town  to  this  account, 
which  we  have  done  this  year  in  addition  to  the  sura  voted  by  the 
Town,  which  sum  all  together  amounts  to  2554  24,  thereby  leav- 
ing the  amount  as  put  down  unexpended,   1058  69. 

The  ordinary   expenses  of  the  Fire   Department  the  past  year, 
has  been  2742  05,    expending  over  the  appropriation,  242  05.     In

addition  to  the  above,  the  sum  of  889  00  was  raised  to  pay  for 
Engine  No.  2  purchased  the  year  previous ;  also  the  expense  of 
Engine  No.  1  which  cost  760  00,  and  300  feet  of  Hose  for  said 
company,  which  cost  218  75.  To  meet  these  two  last  charges  the 
two  old  engines  were  sold,  amounting  to  715  00,  making  the  excess 
over  and  above  all  the  appropriations  of  the  Fire  Department 
495  80.  It  is  presumed  that  all  the  Engines,  from  the  manner  in 
which  they  have  been  purchased,  are  now  satisfactory  to  the  sever- 
al companies  belonging  to  the  Fire  Department,  and  the  prompt 
and  energetic  manner  in  which  they  have  been  worked  and  man- 
aged by  the  officers  and  members  of  the  whole  department,  is  highly 
creditable  and  satisfactory  to  the  Town.

The  standing  vote  of  the  town,  requires  that  all  the  interest  on 
the  above  sums,  together  with  3500  00  of  the  principal,  shall  be 
assessed  and  paid  annually,  being  a  sinking  fund  of  that  amount, 
thereby  reducing  the  debt  each  year.  In  addition  to  the  above  there 
falls  due  as  follows  :  to  the  Savings  Institution,  Roxbury,  due  23d 
of  May  1845,  1000  00;  also  to  the  same  due  23d  of  May  1846, 
2000  00;  to  the  estate  of  the  late  John  Parker  Oct.  1st  1845, 
20O0  00,  and  to  James  Parker  due  Jan..  1st  1846,  6000  00.  For 
these  several  sums  provision  will  Imve  to  be  made  at  the  annual 
March  meeting,  with  the  exception  of  the  2000  00  due  the  Savings 
Institution  May  23,  1846. 

Whether  it  is  advisable  or  not  for  the  town  to  raise  any  portion  of 
the  several  sums  which  falls  due  this  year  in  the  taxes,  in  addition 
to  what  they  have  already  voted,  will  be  for  them  to  determine  at 
the  annual  meeting. 

The  whole  amount  of  tax  committed  to  the  Collector  the  past 
year  (of  forty-three  thousand  sixty-eight  dollars  and  thirty  cents,) 
has  been  settled  as  promptly  as  usual.  Only  six  hundred  twenty- 
seven  dollars  and  twenty  cents  has  been  abated  from  the  whole 
tax  ;  and  the  most  of  this  last  sum  was  assessed  upon  persons  who 
were  not  liable,  or  those  who  paid  only  a  poll  tax,  and  many  of 
them  whom  the  Collector  never  saw,  having  gone  away  before  the 
tax  was  completed. 

We  have  caused  Guide  Boards  to  be  erected  throughout  the  town,

at  places  where  in   our  opinion  they  were   needed,  and  the   pubhc 
convenience  required. 

We  have  endeavored,  in  as  plain  a  manner  as  possible,  to  place 
before  you  a  true  statement  of  the  financial  concerns  of  the  town, 
that  j'ou  may  the  better  understand  them  and  be  more  ready  to  act 
for  its  best  interests.

We 
would  also  recommend  that  a  more  strict  economy  be  observed  in 
future  in  relation  to  the  sums  raised  by  the  town,  and  endeavor  to 
keep  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriations.
